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Hen in the yeer 1628, John Dary was 
in Pruſſia Miniſter to the Engliſh 
Company of Merchants reſiding at The firſt. 
Elbing, he was ſent unto, dealt occafion of 
withal, and moved by Dr. Gademan — _ 
a wiſe, godly, and learned man, one ;;,,. 
of the King of Swedens Privy Coun- 
cellors, and Judge of his high Court 
in thoſe parts, to ſecond him in a 
bufineſs of Eccleſiaſticall Unity amongſt Proteſtants, 
which he ſaid his King and Maſter would be glad to ad- 
vance. So good a motion being readily entertained , it 
came to paſs afterward, when Sir Thomas Roe was ſent 
Ambaſſadom Extraordinary by his Majeſty of Great Brit- 
tain, to agree the Swedes and Polonians (which alſo he Mr. Dume's 
did ſucceſsfully perform) that both Doctor Godeman and being at 
Maſter Dry did make him throughly acquainted with all * 
the paſſages of their Negotiation, MWhereugon he accor- 
© > ding to that generous diſpoſition, which did lead him to 
favour all good endeavours of a publick nature, did very 
A willingly

willingly aſſiſt them with Counſel, and at Maſter Daryes 
— conferred with the Lord Chancellor 2 — 
to ſee how far he would ſhew himſelf in the buſineis, and = 
what courſe might be reſolved upon to proceed joyntly to 
che effect thereof. The Lord Chancellor manifeſted a good 
liking to the work, and promifed to my Lord Ambaſſa- 
dour to joyn effeQually therein towards his King, and 1 K 
the Lutheran Clergy of his beſt acquaintance. Upon this 
ground, my Lord Ambaſſadour encouraged Maſter Dury 
to proceed; and when his Lordſhip was gone into Exg- 
land, the Lord Chancellor ſent for him, heard his parti- 
cular Propoſals, conferred with him about the ſame, te- 
ſited his willingneis to give aſſiſtance thereunto, and de- 
fired Maſter Dury to give him information of tbe paſſa- 
ges of the work in time to come; ſo he went from Elbing 

Eugland. into England in the year 1630. Chiefly, becauſe his Con- 1630, 
gregation at Elbing was diffolved, by reaſon of the incon- | 
veniences which war had brought upon the Trade in that | 
place: and becauſe Sir Thomas Roe had promiſed to move | 
the chief Prelates in England to kim inthe work of | 

Mr. Dury's Pacification. Being then arrived there, he firſt acquainted 

being in his moſt familiar friends of the Clergie with his purpoſe, : 

England. and ſhewed them ſome Declarations written by the chief . 

Preachers of Dantzigh to make it appear, that they were 

not onely ready to joyn in ſuch a Negotiation , but alſo 

deſirous and in hope that the Divines in England woul in 
like manner concur; which being done, he came to Sir 

Thomas Roe, who was mindfull of his promiſe, and be- | 

came every way as good as his word towards him, For 

he recommended the buſiſeſs towards the King; who was 
pleaſed to refer the conſideration of the matter to the Bi- 
ſhop of Canterbury, and to the Biſhop of London, that 
they ſhould hear Maſter Dury, and declare their reſoluti- 
ons to his Propoſals, This was done accordingly ; and he 
was commanded to write unto the Divines of his acquain- 
tance in Pruſſia, and to the Lord Chancellor Oxenſtierx, 
to teſtiſie firſt the good inclination, and reſolution which «| - 
the Clergie of England had, to co-operate in due time — 
| wards

wards ſo good a work. Secondly, That thelr Counſell 
for the prefent was onely this, that to prepare a way for 
ſutuct i reaties, the Magiſtrates of both ſides ſhould in- 
hibi e railing diſputes in the Pulpit, and put down the 
names of partiality, ſo far as could be done, and not ſuf- 
fer any publick Diſputes to be ſomented about matters of 
Ceremony in che form of publick dy = 

This he did, and after a good ſpace, when news came, 
that the Pr oteſtant Princes in Germany had leagued them- 
ſelves together for their mutuall defence, and that an a- 
miable conference of their Divines had been holden with 9 
good ſucceſs at Leipzigh ro compoſe their differences in 
Religion, Maſter Dury was permitted to go into Germany, 
that he might ſee how the Divines of all ſides might be 
diſpoſed towards a Conjunction of Councels, and endea- 
yours in the Work. 

To make a way for this purpoſe, he had before. hand 
by the means of Sir James Spenſe Lord of Oreholm, and 
Generall to the Scottiſh Nation in the Swediſh Army, given. 
notice to his Majeſty of Sweden, what his aim was in the 
buſineſs of Reconcilement, and how it might be effected: 
Therefore when he came in the year 1631+ into Germany, 
he found the King ſomewhat prepared; whom ſoon after 
the Battell fought at Leipzigh, he ſpoke withall at #irtſ- 


burg. His Majeſty was pleaſed to give him large audience, At irt/- 
— by conference received full information of all thoſe 5g · 


deliberations, and particular waies, whereby the Work 
could be proſecuted ; of which, the Summary reſolution 
whereunto his Majeſty gave aſſent, was this: That the 
Counſel given by the Prelates of England was to be fol- 
lowed, for the inhibition of Diſputes and partial names: 
and that as Mafter Dury d id intend to labour with che Di- 
vines of the Reformed ſide to diſpoſe them, to joyn una- 
nimouſly in the means and waies of amity, ſo his Majefty 
would recommend the ſame endeavours to be undertaken 
by ſome Divines of the Lutheran fide, who ſhould in like 
manner work upon the reſt of their own party, and aſter- 


ward when a fit preparation ſkould be found on both 
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fides, then His Majeſty did offer to give unto Maſter Dary Auns. 
his Letters of publick recommendation towards the Prin- 163 f. 
ces of Germany, and chiefly towards the Elector of Bran- 
denburg, aud Landgrave of Heſſex, that with his and their 
concurrence, and the help of forrain Divines, the buſi- 
nefs might be brought to a ſolemn conclufion. This fa - 1632. 
vourable reſolution being taken, Maſter Dury dealt firſt 
with the Divines of Heſſen, chen with thoſe of Hanam, 
and of the Palatinate, and of Deaxbont, and of the Meer- 
teraw, till he heard the King of Sweden was dead; which 
evil news, although they made a ſtop in ſome part of his 
reſolutions, yet they made him not leave the ſame, but 
altering a little his courſe, he procured from all the fore-, 
ſaid Divines certain Letters and Declarations ,' whereof 
ſome were inſcribed to the Biſhop of Canterbury, ſome 
joyntly to him and to the Biſhop of London, whereby they 
ſhewed their ſerious intention to labcur for unity, with a 
deſire to be aſſiſted by the Church of England. 
Ar Heil- Whiles this was a doing, Sir Robert Anſtiather arrived 
broz. as Extraordinary Ambaſſadour from his Majeſty to the 
Prin ces of Germany. With him Maſter Dury (having now, 
gained the confentof ſome of the chief reformed Chur- 
ches in thoſe parts, and thinking it fit to deal with the 
Latheran (ide alſo) went to the meeting of the Proteſtant 
States, which was appointed at Heilebron, to frame an E- 
- vangelicall League. There he made uſe of ſome Lutheran 
Stateſmen to inſinuate to the Divines of that fide certain 
Propoſitions, which made known unto them his purpoſe. 
Mr. Du's This firſt motion was not without effect towards many, 
being at and chiefly towards thoſe of Stratburg and Norimberg, and 
— ſome in the land of Murteuburg. The meeting being ended, 
and the League framed at Heilebrone, he returned from 
thence towards the quarters of F ranckfort, and dealt with 
two ſuperintendents, Doctor Danner who was ſet over 
Mentæ by the Lord Chancellor of Sweden, and Doctor Le- 
ſerinr who had the inſpection of Darmſtat, and with the 
Senior Paſtor of the City of Franckfort, Doctor Terte!- 
bach. All theſe were brought to recommend the Work 
unto 
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Auns, unto their Brethren, and in the mean time the Churches 

1633, at Paris, Geneva, HMetts, and the Univerſity of & edan, ſent 

their anſwers (for Letters formerly had been written to 

them ) wherein they aſſiſted Maſter Dury with Counſell. 

Some alſo of the Lutheran fide declared in like manner a 

forward zeal and inclination to the work, by certain De- 

clarations imparted to that effect unto him. Therefore 

when a larger opportunity to work more effectually upon 

all, was offered by another meeting of the Proteſtant States, 

hich was appointed at Frankfort, he thought good to 

make his intention known unto the convocated Ambaſſa- 

dours, and deſired their aſſiſtance to further the ſame z 
whereupon a reſolution was taken to this effect: 


Whereas Mr.Dury having deſired of the Confederate 
Evangelical States, permiſſiow to treat with the Di- 
vines and Paſtors of the Churches, concerning the 
means of Peace Eccleſiaſtical; Although the Ambaſſa- 
dours then preſent had not gotten any particular In- 

ions concerning this matter from their Princi- 
pals : yet nevertheleſs their opinion was, that if the 
Lord Chancellor Oxenſtiern would by his authority ad. 
vance this matten, that their Maiters whowiſh from 
their hearts for this Unity, will be ſo much abe more 
ready with all their endeavours togive a[ſritance there- 
unto, according to the beginning made at the Confe- 
rence he'd at Leipzigh , whereunto the Lords States, 
who are now preſent, in like manner unanimouſly do 
compromitte. 


Having gotten this approbation of the Work, and re- 
commendation thereof by the States unto the Lord Chan- 
cellor; and being much incouraged by the private pro- 
miſes of aſſiſtance, which the ſeverall Ambaſſadours from 
all parts made unto him, he thought fit to write Letters 


to all the L»theran Univerſities, and to thoſe of the Low- 
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Cauureys, to acquaint them with his . ſeeking Aus. 


Unity in matters of Religion. Which being done, when 
aſterward another meeting was in agitation to be held at 


ng at minded to return in the mean time for 222 move 1633.

of his acquaintance) and arrived at London about the end

Canterbury in his Predeceſſors place. Therefore the Letters 
and Declarations of forraign Churches and Divines were 
— to him, with a brief Narrative of more particu- 
ar proceedings. All was well liked, and a reſolution a- 
greed upon, that Maſter Dury ſhould proceed, and return 
pain into Germany; which that he might do with greater 
ntage to the work, he dealt before his departure with 
Doctor Maorreu che Bilhop of Durham, Doctor Hall Biſhop 
of Exceſter, and Doctor Davenant Biſhop of Salubury, 
who gave him certain Theologicall Declarations for the 
advancement of his purpoſe, To which effect, he alſo 
wrote into Ireland to Dr.Xſher, Archbiſhop of Armagh, 
and Primate of Ireland, and to the two Biſhops of Kilmore 
and Ardath, who in like manner did afterward joyntly aſ- 
fiſt him with their advices to the ſame end. In the mean 
time Letters were ſent alſo from Helvetia, and from No- 
rimberg, giving ſuch teſtimony of concurrence, as were fit 
to encourage him to proceed · For which cauſe alſo when 
he Wag ready to go back again into Germany, the Biſhop 
of Canterbury gave him in anfwer to the Letters which he 
had brought from the German Proteſtants of both fides, 
two Letters, the one to be communicated unto the Refor- 
med, the other unta the Lutheram party, wherein he did 
acknowledge the receit of their Letters, and moving them 
to proceed in the, good purpoſe which they had underta- 
ken, he promiſed in due time his further co-operation ther- 
in.

he arrived in my Lord Ambaſſadours company in June, 
1634 There he dealt in particular, firſt with his beſt ac · 
uaintance, and then made a Propoſition in generall to 
the Aſſembly; thereupon the States were moved to depute 
out of every Colledge ſome, to take his buſineſs into con- 
ſiderat ion. Theſe came together, gave Maſter Dury audi- 
ence, received informations of the circumſtances of this 
Work, and peruſed ſeverall declaratory Writings, which 
divers Univerſities and Divines of ſides in Germany, 
as alſo out of Germany in forraign Churches, as England, 
France, Helvetia, and Tranſilvania, had given to him, 
which moved them to take the matter into ſerious con- 
ſideration, and make a Decree, whereof the heads are

Firſt, 7hat Maſter Dury having been beard by 4 
ſolemn Committee, and the Writs which he produced, 
taken into conſideration by the reſt of the States, all of

Theſe demands the reſt agreed unto, neither was any 
thing of moment added thereunto by any. Therefore be- 
ing returned back again inro Stockholm, and having in- 
formed the Lords Regents of that which was paſt, thoughts 
were entertained about the firit and che laſt of theſe Condi- 
Lions,. as the chief of all the reſt; namely, concerning 
Fundamentall Articles of Faith, and the eſtabliſhment of 
Eccleſiaſticall Government. Touching he firſt, namely, 
how to limitate the number of Fundamentals, and diſtin. 
guiſh the ſame from not-Fundamentals, Ar. Dury did im- 
part a brief Diſcourſe unto thoſe of #6 ſall, to which they 
made no reply, as being loth to go too faſt, before they 
ſhould have the conſent of their Brethren, yet filencly they 
aſſented thereunto.

England ; neverthaleſs, before matters could be brought 
to full maturity, ſome of the German Lutherans heari 
large reports of Maſter Durys proceeding in Sweden, an 
being moved with jea louſie that the Swedes would come to 
ſome publick Treaties, and therein to a Conclufion with - 
out them, did expoſtulate the matter, and by Letters en- 
deavoured to diſſwade them from all further entertaining 
of his motions, by which means their ſpirits were trou- 
bled, and their reſolutions ſo clogged, that from that 
time forward, they went heavily co work; yet Mr. Dury 
hoping to overcome all ſuch letts, did not leave the work, 
but laboured ſo much the more to engage them to it, by 
ſhewing ways free from all exception, whereby the differ- 
ences which they did ſtick at, might be compoſed. This he 
did'firſt at Zbſall, and afterward at Sratkho/ms, in a meet 
ing of the chief Clergie, which was commanded to deal 
with him; wherein he gave them fſatisfaQion to all their 
demands, in a whole daye conference inftitutedto that ef- 
fe, ſo chat they ſeemed to acquieſſe. And becauſe — 
had laid this as a main ground, That if a Fundamentall 
agreement could be found in the Doctrine of the Lords 
Supper, they would not much ſtand to debate other mat- 


ters. Therefore not long aſter their conference, he offered 


to the Archbiſhop and Profeſſors of #bſall, a learned and 
patheticall Declaration, which from the Univerſity of A- 
berdeiv, and Miniſtry of Edinburg, was ſent unto him, to 
ſhew the fundamentall agreement of Proteſtants in that 


point. At this Declaration ſome {mall exceptions were 


taken, in reſpect of certain forms of ſpeeches contained 
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therein; which Maſter Dary having fully explained, and 


thereby reſolved their doubts, thoſe of Xbſall did reſt ſa - 


tisked ; but ſome others there were, who having ſet them- 

ſelves profeſſedly againſt the work, would by no means re- 

ceĩve any content. For the more humbly and diſcreetly it 

was offered unto them, the more they ſought to avoid it,

1638, very purpoſe of agreement, leſt the good liking which the 
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Anno. and laboured by all means to cry down and diſcredit the Nr. DA 


Lords Regents did ſhew thereunto, might take ſomereall 
effect, and work upon the ſpirits of the common Clergie 
a good impreſſion to give way unto it. This their perverſe. 
neſs being fully apparent, moved Maſter Dury to deal in 
ſome kinde more ſtrictly with them, than otherwiſe his in- 
clination would have ſuffered him to do; yet at laſt, to 
avoid occaſions of ſtr iſe, he reſolved to depart from thence, 
and let the buſineſs lie a while aſleep; bur left ſome un- 
conſcionable men might falſly traduce all his proceedings 
in his abſence, as then already in his preſence they had be- 
gun to do, by — others of his words and acti- 
ant, and mi Cinterpreting ſuſpiciouily his aim, he cauſed 
to print (before he ment away from thence) a Summacy 
and true Narrative of all his chief actions, and Propoſals 
which he offered to the Clergie of that Kingdom met in a 
Convocation. And aſterward, to the end they ſhould have 
no juſt cauſe of falſe ſurmiſes, or pretext to traduce his in- 
tentions, he made a ſolemn Vow to binde himſelf to law- 
full purpoſer, and unblameable ways of proceeding, which 
he put to paper and preſented to the Lord Chancellor, to 
be imparted unto the chlef of that Clergie. Theſe preven- 
tions being uſed, when he was reſolved to be gone, the 
Lords Regents were pleaſed in the Queens Name to give 
hima Declaration and dimiſſory Letter, whereby his acti- 
ons in Sweden were approved, bearing witneſs that Maſter 
Dury being come into Sweden to diſpoſe the minds of their 
Clergie unto the work of Peace Eccleſiaſticall, according 
to the grounds laid by the States of the Empire at Frank 
fort, Anno 1634+ he had dealt by permiſſion and command 
of her Majeſty, with the chief Divines of that Kingdom; 
and although ſome difficulties were riſen, as in weighty 
matters is uſual, yet that he had not omitted any thing 
which could ſervefor the taking away of the ſame, Thus 
he went from Stockholm, Ano 1638. and came ta Labeck, 


there he had ſpeech with Dr. Hunnius, one of the chief Di- At Lubeck.

1 1 him. From Lubeck he ſet forward towards Hamburg to 1639+ 
Hamburg, meet Sir Thomas Roe , who there was reliding as Embaſſa · 
dour Extraordinary from his Majeſty of Great Brittain to- 
wards the King of Denmark, and Princes of Germany. To 
him he gave attendance all the while he ſtaid in thoſe 
parte, not leaving his former purpoſe, but rather ufing 
the advantage of his Lordſhips favourable countenance. 
In this new period of the Negotiation, he went ſlowly 
to work, firſt becauſe he looked trowaids the Swedes, how 
they would behave themſelves after his departure; Se- 
condly , becauſe he waited for ſome overture to begin, 
and make ſome Propoſals at the publick Treatics of Peace 
in Germany, which then was thought upon by reaſon of 
the Emperours Ambaſſadour, who was come to thoſe 
parts, and the Mediators which did offer themſelves to- 
wards that Negotiation, But when thoſe Treaties were 
At Bremen, not likely to proceed, hz went to Bremen, that he might 
acquaint che Divines of that place with his former procee- 
dings and gain in time to come their aſſiſtance by way of 
counſel, Theſe were very cordial in the buſineſs, and 
entertaining him with all kindneſs and liberality (which 
no Germans before them had done) ſuch encoucagements 
anddeclarations were given, as he could deſire, both from 
the Clergie, and Magiſtrate of that City- Then he pro-

A commend certain Writings (which his Chancellor recei-

The King cauſed their judgment to be delivered to Ma- 22 ;

(wer, by His Majeſties command, they gave a further De- 
claration of their judgment ; whereunto Maſter 3 1 

ving replied, and ſhewed his Majeſty a brief and ready way 

to come to the purpoſe, the King was pleaſed to wrice vn- 
to my Lord Ambaſſadour, to let him know that he though: 

ic fit Maſter Dury ſhould be more particularly authorized 

from England, before the matter could proceed betwixt 

him and his Divines to any iſſue. Whiles theſe matters 

were thus in agitation, Maſter Dury dealt alſo with the 
Magiſtrates and Miniſtry of Hamburg and Lubeck, and 

with the IIluſtrious Archbiſhop of Bremen, who gave a; rener. 
him a reference to ſome chief Divines, who entertained 

his motions with very good liking, and gave him an an- 

fwer to the ſame, In like manner he made Propoſals to 
thoſe of Stade, who took the ſame into mature conſidera- at Stade. 
tion, and promiſed to concur with others in anſwering. 

At laſt he went to thoſe of Brunſwick ard Luneburg, where, at prunſ- 
with the ſingular favour of thoſe Princes, and by the moſt wyck. 
pious and peaceable inclinations of their Counſellors and 

chief Divines , towards the work of Reconcilement , a 
ground was laid for a very effectual progreſs. For they 

have made the work their own, undertaking to diſpole the 

reſt of the Lutheran Churches and Univerſities unto a real 
concurrence in ir, that afterwards they may proceed with 

our Churches joyntly, to a full concluſion. 

Duke Azguftms of Brunſwick, was the firſt ro whom 
Maſter Dury made his addreſs 2 this learned and wiſe 
Prince was pleaſed, in favour of the Work, not only to 
convocate his chief Divines, and appoint them, with ſome 

* of his Counſellors of State, to confer Collegially a whole 
day with Mafter Dan, but alſo to ſettle a reſolution,

had conferred together : and moreover, to recommend 


the matter to his Couſin Duke George, by a large and moſt - 


effectual Letter. 

With this addreſs he came to Duke George, reſiding at 
Hildeſheim, where he had no leſs, but rather more favou- 
rable entertainment then he had gotten at Brunſwick. For 
by an Act of Councell the chief Divines, who then were 
in place, were appointed to vifit and entertain him, till 
others that were ſent for ſhould come: And when the 
chief of them were come, Maſter Dury was lodged and 
entertained with them in one houſe at the Princes charge, 
for the ſpace of fourteen days, that they together might 
ripen matrers, and bring their thoughts to a head. Which 
being done, a Committee of ſome Counſellors of State 
was appointed to give them publick audience in the Prin- 
ces Name, to hear them confer upon the matter of agree- 
ment, to conſider their Counſels and joynt reſolutions, 
and to make relation thereof unto the Prince, that by his 
Authority and Countenance, ſuch aſſiſtance might be gi- 


ven to the Work in due time, as thould be thought expe- 


dient: All which being done, firſt the Divines gave to 
Maſter Dyry a Theological Declaration, wherein they te- 
ſtified their agreement to all his Propoſals, and then their 
more particular reſolutions concerning the manner of pro- 
ceeding which they would follow in the future advance- 
ment of the Work on their part, werealfo imparted unto 
him. The ſubſtance whereof was this: 

That Doctor Caliætas chiet Profeſſor of the Univerſity 
of Helmeſtat, ſhould by order of the Prince put forth 
ſome Treaties, wherein the heads of matters in diſpute 
amongſt Proteſtants ſhould be-handled hiftorically out of 
Antiquity, to ſhew what the Church of all ages hath be- 
lieved thereof; and how, notwichRanding ſome difference 
of opinion thereabout among the ancient Fathers, Bro- 
therly love was alwaies maintained, Theſe Treaties ſhould 
be thus improved: Firſt, they ſhould be ſent unto the Lu-

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theran Univerſities o Fitrenburg, Leipzigh, Tena, Al. Mr, Dury' 
and Roſtock, and alſo to thoſe of — — Heſckant — i 
Bremen, to move them to declare their judgments therein 
for mutuall agreement, Then, at ſome fit occaſion ſome 
body ſhould go to Leipz:gh and Wittenberg, and deal with 
the Saxon Tlectoral Profeſſors by word of month, to di- 


ſpoſe them to a full reſolution in this dulineſs. To which 


effect alſo the Prince ſhould move the two Dukes of Sax 


Weymer, Duke William, and Duke Erneſtus, who have long 


wiſhed for this Reconciliation, to cauſe their Univerfity 
of Jena to co-operate therein; And in proceſs of time, 
when the buſineſs ſhould be brought by this way of pro- 
ceeding to ſome conſiderable ripeneſs, then it ſhould be 
moved, that from Great Brittam and elfewhere ſome body 
might be joy ned to Maſter Dury, and alſo from Germany 
ſome body ſhould go into Exg/ard, and other parts, to 
ſpeak with the chief Divines of thoſe Churches, that when 
there ſhould be good hopes of bringing the matter to paſs, 
the Soveraign Princes and States of all fides ſhould be in- 
treated to agree upon a ting, to make ſome conclufion 
in the matter: for the good ſucceſs whereof, publick 
prayers ſhould be made with common conſent im alt the 
Churches. n 8 
Theſe reſolutions being taken, when the Prince himſelf 
had ſpoken to Maſter Dry, and given him affurance of his 


Maſter Dwry very kindly, and moved his Divines to confer 
with him. In this conference, when they had received ſa ·

proceedings. There he alſo dealt further with the Lord 
Chauncellor, Detloff Raventiow, and the King himſelf was 
pleaſed, upon my Lord Ambaſſador his recommendation, 
to glve him acceſſe to kiſſe his hand, and in preſence of his 
Son, the Al chbiſhop of Bremen, to (peak wich him about 
the ietting for ward of his purpoſe.

their anſwer in writ, ſhewing that they were willing to

lard, and took Shipping for Eengland: Where being ſafe- 
ly arrived, hee made his application to the King and Par. 
lament, and to all that were in power and place to move 
them to countenance and aſſiſt his deſigne, but the di- 
viſion between the King and Parlament increaſing daily; 
his motions though not unſeaſonable, yet were not effe- 
Qually entertained by any either in England or Scotland; 
beeauſe ſeverall applications being made to the Churches, 
and to the men of eminency in both Nation:, all the year 
1641. hee found all to bee in vain, becauſe every one was 
intent upon his particular occaſions, and all minding one- the Higue. - 
ly their Domeftick grievancesz the common intereſt of 
oteſtants could not bee Jaid to heart: therefore when 
hee ſaty that nothing could bee effected or intended, fo 
as the differences were like to grow greater 3 hee ac- 
cepted of a Call, which was given him to the Court of the 
Princeſſe Royall at the Hague, to attend the Service of 
that family in the education of that Princeſſe. Hee was in 
thatimploiment in the years 1642, 1643. till he received

So the work of his 
publick Negotiation for the Unity of Proteſtants was ſu- 
ſpended for the ſpace of almoſt thirteen years ; wherein he 
entertained onely a correſpondency by letters with ſome 
of the Divines of his acquaintance beyond the Seas,to keep 
the thoughts of ſo good a work a foot amongſt them, ſo 
far as the times could permit. | 
Then the Peace being happily concluded between Eng- 
land and the United Provinces, on the fifth day of April, 
165 4+ Maſter Dury having gotten his Highneſſe the Lord 
Protectors ap ot — countenance, for the conti- 
nuance of his Beßgn of Facification amongſt Proteſtants, 
and having obtained the aſſiſtance of the two Univerſities, 
aud of the chief Miuiſters in and about Landon, to concurre 
In the Lay with him in his endeavours, he went from London on the 
Countrexs foreſaid day of April; and through the Low-Conntrres, and 
In high apart of High Germany, hee came to Zurich in Switzerland 
Germany. on the eighteenth day of May, where having delivered his 
3 Highneſſs letter inſcribed co the Proteſtant Cantons, re-

By this time Maſter Dur had even made an end of his 210 
Theologicall Treatiſe with the Divines of Zurich: where-® g 
— cheir agreement concerning the meanes and manner 
of pr ng, by which the ſcope of his defigne might bee 
Ag. g Obtained was ſer down. Therefore upon the declaration 
* of che Cantons, whereby hee was invited to viſit their chief 
Cities and Churches, hee went from Zurich to Berne. At Berne. 
Where hee arrived the fifth of Auguſt, and having ſaluted 
the chief Magiſtrate, and treated with the Divines whom 
they appointed to hear his propoſalls, hee came to a full 
— wich them; wherein they to all that had 
deen reſolved upon at Zurich; and when they had given 
him at a full meeting of the — and of the pr —

though they had not been unmindfull of themʒ and after

ting, but referring them to ſend it after bim towards 
Berne ( whither hee was purpoſed to returne) hee came 
on the firſt of Febraary to Lauſama, where having received , 
nne. the judgment of that Church and Academy, hee ſet for- * 
ward and came on the ſeventh to Berne. There hee ſtay ed 
to print ſomething which was to bee ſent to Geneva, that 
it might bee by them diſperſed amongſt the Churches of 
France, to cure them of — prejudices which were taken 
up againſt his work by ſome in that Kingdom, and to ex- 
; pect their anſwers which they promiſed to ſend unto him: 
aum. which things being performed; hee went to Aram, where 
hee found the Deputies of all the Proteſtant Cantons at a 
meeting, to whom hee gave an account of the ſucceſs of 
his Negociation, thanked them for their aſſiſtance, and de- 
ſired them to move their Churches to give him their com- 
mon Declaration to bee made uſe of, in the name of all, to 
adde a Declaration in their own name thereunto, as a 
State, and to writeto the German Princes of the reformed 
Religion, to preinſormthem of this Negotiation, andto pre- 
parethemto a Concurrance in the work at Mr. Durs arival 
amongſt them. To theſe propoſals they gave their aſſent; 
and Mr. Dury went forward to Zurich, where on the twen- 
ty ſeventh. of February hee arrived;and haviving given them 
an account of his proceedings in all the quarters where he 
had been, ſince the time hee had been abſent: from them; 
he moved them (by the means of a Divine who came 
from Berne with him for that end) to ſettle a neerer cor- 
reſpondency between themſelvs and thoſe of Berne, in the 
proſecution of this work. .

At this motion they reſolved to meet again that day ſe- 
ven- night, to take his buſineſſe into — in the 
mean time they did appoint the Miniſtry of Middelburg to 
confer with Mafter Dury about the particalars whereot the 
Churches were to be informed, that when the Claſſes ſhould 
meet, they might bee able to make à report; and having 
determined the ſhorteſt times, within which the other Claſ- 
fes could ſucceſſively meet, to give Maſter Dury audience; 
they ordered their Scribe to write letters to each of them, Seht. 
to appoint them to meet at thoſe times to receive Maſter 
Durys propoſalls. Theſe — being thus ordered in the 
morning, Maſter Dury in the aſternoon had audience in the 
French Synod; where _— briefly related his deſign, and 
the progreſſe thereof, and defired that ſome ſhould bee De- 
puted to confer with him about particulars ; they did 
appoint four of their chief members to meet with him; 
who having conferred twice with him, and underſtood the 
whole State ofthe buſineſſe, and made a report thereof unto 
the Synod ; they reſolved to give him a Declaration of their 
judgment written in Latine, whereby their approbation of 
his work, their advice to carry it on, and their willing- 
neſs to concur therein ſhould be made apparent, No ſoon- 
er had the French made an end of conferring with him, 
but the Dutch Miniſters came together and invited him to 

their conliftorie ; ſo from the one hee went to the other.

red for their information, and gotten a promiſe of con- 
currence from them, hee returned to Middelburg the ſame 
day at night. Where the next day the States of Zealand bes Ax 
ing come together, their Penſionary beeing much incli- 
ned to further Maſter Dwry's delign, did move to give him 
audience in their Aſſembly, where having opened ſumma- 
rily the nature and progreſſe of his work unto them; they 
yo appointed one of every Colledge, with the Penſionarie or 
Secretary, to confer with him about particulars. 

On the day following, which was the 17, the Claſſu of 
Walcheren, as they had appointed the week before, met in 
= morning; and when the Miniſtry of Middelburg had 
ade their report, Maſter Dury ws called into the Aſſem- 
bly,where Maſter Appollonizs was choſen Preſes, who in the 
name of the C/aſſis thanked him for acquainting them 
with the progreſs of his work, for which they praiſed God; 
and ſeeing they had been deſired by him to propoſe all the 
doubts which might ariſe in their minds about this buſi- 
neſs, to hear what could be ſaid for the removing of them; 
therefore they had gathered together the heads of doubtful 
3 matters, and were willing to them, to underſtand

hot they ſhould bee reſolved; and when Maſter Dury had Anno. 
neſſe to-conifer with them about thoſe 1656. 
matters, Maſter Appolloninsby way of queſtion, propoſed the Sept.

his anſwers, and continued in conference with him above 
two hours and à halfe; hee left off making further enqui- 
ries z and Maſter Dury defired of them if they were ſatisſi- 
ed, that chey would impart unto him their judgment as o- 
chers had done in writing ; and if they intended to concur 
in the wol k, that they would appoint ſome to correſpond. 

Having 
made theſt motions, hee went out, that they might conſi- 
de: by themſelvs what to anſwer.

copies of certain wilting which ny compared with the 
driginallx. At parcing they promiſed to make their report, 
and Maſter Durydelivered a Memorandum unto them to be 
preſented in his name to the States, wherein hee deſi ed 
Firſt, that they 'trould recommend the work unco their 
Churches; Secondly, that they would declare their own 
ſenſe of it, as other States had done. Thirdly, that they 
would further the enterprif towards the other Provinces in 
the Aſſembly of the Generall States. Two days were ſpent 
after this a: Middelburg, and then Maſter Dury went to 
Bergen on the Zoom: where hee expected to meet the Claſ- 
ſisconvocated, but ſome n eglect beeing fallen out In the 
conveyance of the letter which was ſent from Middelburg

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met, intreating them at their next ordinarie meeting, which 
was to bee in October, to impart it unto them, which they

ſwade him to advance this deſigne. 

Hee ſpoke alſo to the Reſidents of the King of Sweden, 
and of Denmark, to move them to co- operate in removing 
this obſtacle, either by procuring ſome Commiſſion from 
their Maſters to that effect, or by private conferrences with 
ſome of the States, to let them ſee, that on the Lutheran fide 
would bee no averſion. from the work, when the way of 
tranſacting matters ſhould bee duely prepared: this laſt 
both of chem promiſed to do, and concerning the firſt they 
promiſed to acquaint their reſpective Maſters with Maſter 
Durys motion.

When hee had dealt thus far wich the States, Churches, 

and Laiverfities of Holland, Zealand, and Utrecht, hee was 

encouraged by ſome of the States General), to mike a 

ſecond application unto their Colledge, that they ſhould 

declare their approbation of his work in a publick way. 

But the anſwer on the 29, was to refer him-to the remain- 

ing Provinces,with a promiſe of Recommending his deſign 

unto them. Whereupon hee found himſelf obliged to go 

the Circuit of the other four Provinces, to gain their afſent 

to his undertaking; and to inform their Churches and 

Academies of the circumſtances of his Negotiation ; as he 

had informed thoſe with whom hee had formerly dealt; 

So then on the 2 of November hee went from Amfterdam 

towards Frieſtand, where hee dealt firſt with the Divinity Frieſtand 

Profeſſors of Francker ; then with the Deputies of the 

States of F 5 met at Lemarden 3 with the Deputies of 

the Synod of that Province, to addreſſe the information 

requiſite to bee given to all their Claſſes: and laſtly, wich 

Prince F:liam the Governour of the Province; by whom, 

as by all the reſt, the deſigne was approved, and a rea- 

| dy williogneſſedeclared to help cowards the advancement 

of it. 

; From Lewarden hee went to Groningen, where proceed» 

ö ing in the ſame Method and way towards the Deputies of G10y;agen 
the States, towards the Profeſſors of the Univertity, and 
towards the Deputy of the Synod for the information of 
the Claſſes, he found the fame acceptance of his work, and 
received the Declarations requiſite to evidence the ſame. 

From Groningen hee went to Swoll in the Province of 

135 Over- yſſel; there although * found the Province ſo 42 
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Mr. Du ded within it (elf, that there was no meeting of Deputies 4 
being at co eprelent as elſewhere the Souveraignty of that Province, 1636. 
Over-rſſel yet it fell happily out that there was an extraordina J% 
meeting of the Deputies of the chiet City at Swol about the 
time when he was there; to theſe having made his appli- 
cation, and gotten ſeverally their promiſe to ſurther che yew. 
work in their quarters; and having alſo dealt with the 
Miniſtry of that Diſtric̃t at an extraordinary Claſſis which 
then was called, and with the Deputie of the Synod for the 
Deventer inſormation of the other Claſſes of the Province; he went 
to Deventer, where hee conferred with two of the chief Mi- 
niſtrers for the ſpace of an hour onely 3 and then ſet for- 
ward towards Arnhem, where the Court of the Dukedom 
of Gelderland reſides. There the Senators of that Court ha- 
ving been preinformed of Maſter Dury s defigne (by their 
Commiſſioners, who had been at the Synod of that Pro- 
vince in July) were ready to further his work, and with» 
n delay gave him an act of approbation concerning the 
ame- 
Thus all the Provinces, Churches, and Academies of the 
united Provinces were dealt withall, and the buſineſſe bee- 
ing accepted andimbraced by all, Maſter Dry ſet himſelf 
to give information of this ſucceſs-to all his correſpon- 
dents in forraign Churches where hee had been Negotia- 
ting beforez and to this effect hee remained conſtantly at 
Amſterdam, for the conveniency of ſending letters to all 
quarters; in which imploiment hee continued from. the 
middle of Dece uber till the end of Januar, in the year 16573 
in which time two things fell out, much tending to the fur- 
Amſterdam therance of his work; the one was, that by the means of 
the Miniſtry of Amſterdam, the obſtruction which was put 
unto his Negotiation towards the Churches of Sauth · Hal- 
land and North» Holland in their two Synods, was removed 
by the opening of a door of communication with them in 
time to come which theſe of Amſterdam did undertake to 
procure by their C/aſſis and correſpondency withthe other 
COhgrches of the Province.

Dury went to take his paſſage for England trom Rotterdam, 
where whiles hee did ſtay for a wind, a Claſſu was held, 
wherein his buſineſſe was propoſed, but could not at that 
time bee taken into conſideration, the Claſſu beeing con- 
vocated for another end; therefore it was referred to ano- 
ther meeting appointed ata certain time for that end; in 
the — e wind continuing croſe, gum Dury 
went to Zealand hoping for a readierpaſſage from thence ; 
then was likely to fall at Ntrerun, chiefly becauſe hee Nolefdan 
thought hee might bee able in theiaterim of his abode , 
to further his deſigne by ripening the reſolution of the 
States of Zealand'to appear there z which in ſome mea- 
ſure was effected; for biſie dee came from thence; the 
States did write an order to their ſeverall C/aſſes to give in In Zealand 
their advices concerning his bnfineſſe ; with the reaſons 
which move them to approve of the deſigne; to the end 
that having underſtood the advice and motives of their 
Churches, they might have a better ground to appear in 
the work as a State.

From Feb 
whence hee came up directly for London, in the 
company of a publick Miniſter of State, from 
one of the Ele&ors of the Empire, who 
makes his application to his Highneſs 
the Lord Protector.
